Hearing of Northern Securi- 
ties Case Opened at 10 
O'clock in United States 
Court. 


OPENING ADDRESS TO 
CONSUME THREE HOURS 


J.P. Morgan and James J, 
Hill Defendants, in Suis to 
Retain Railroad Consoli- 
dation. 


Assistant Attorney-General James M. 
Beck Wednesday morning opened his argu- 


ment before United States Cireuit Judges 
Sanborn, Caldwell, Thayer and Van de 
Vanter in the case of the United States 
‘against the Northern Securities Co. 

Mr. Beck said before court opened that 


he would talk for ebout three hours. 
was interrupted in his argument at 


the noon hour by adjournment until 2 
o'clock. 

The case is being argued on its merits, 
the present hearing being final, except that 
an appeal may be taken to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

No evidence will be taken during the 
bearing, as the testimony was completed 
by Examiner Ingare@l in St. Paul and 
New York. 

The arguments of the attorneys are ex- 
pected to continue until Thursday night 
or Friday. 

The petition of the government is that the 
Worthern Securities Co. be declared a null- 
ity, and its charter and rights forfeited, 
that it be enjoined from further transac- 
tion of business, and ordered to return to 
the original stockholdes the stocks of the 
Great Northern, the Northern Pacific and 
the Burlington Rallroads, taking back its 
own certificates of stock, which it gave in 
exchange for the stock it holds in the three 
Systems. 

The attorneys for the United States, be- 
@ides Mr. Beck, are Assistant Attorncey- 
General H. A. Day and D. T. Watson of 
Pittsburg; the latter employed as special 
counsel for the government. Mr. Watson is 
stopping at the St. Nicholas Hotel and Mr. 
Day and Mr. Beck at the Planters’. 

Two Great Roads 

’ Are Involved. 

The Northern Securities Co. Is the cor- 
poration created by the merger of the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific and 
subsidiary lines by President James J. 
Hill, and legal attacks on it by Gov. Van 
Gant of Minnesota and others have made 
it one of the most famous corporations 


ever formed. 
The litigation now pending is the result 
of proceedings begun in the Minnesota

Mr. Beck, for the United States, an- 
pwered that he would open the argument 
and speak about three hours. Specal 
Attorney D. T. Watson would close the 
argument, he said, and no time limit could 
be on his argument. 

Mr. Griggs announced that Judge Young 
of Bt. Paul would open the argument for 
the defendants and no limit was fixed for 
his address. Mesars. Grover, Bunn and 
Griggs, he said, would then address the 
court for the defendants and would con- 
fine themselves to about one hour and a 
half each. 

The sitting of the court, while held in 
St. Louis, is really a session for the dis- 
trict of Minnesota.

“Such extraordinary powers as those of 
the Northern Securities Co. were never 
granted to a corporation, unless to one of 
the New Jersey breed. In a few words its 
powers may be classified as follows: in- 
finite In scope; perpetual in character, 
vested in the hands of a few; by meth- 
ods secret even to stockholders. 

“It will be interesting to follow out the 
possibilities of such a corporation. The 
criginal idea of the holding corporation as 
explained by noted financiers is to enable 
the minority to rule the majority.’’ 

The whole transaction, according to .Mr. 
Beck, was merely an exchange of certifi- 
cates of ownership with the result that 
the part owner of the Great Northern or 
the Northern Pacific found himself part 
owner of the property of both roads. If the 
Great Northern and the Northern Pacific 
had formally merged, he said, the result 
would have been the same. 

A majority of the Northern Securities 
Co., nearly $201,000,000, controls, he said, 
the Burlington, the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern systems with all sub- 
sidiary companies. The real authority and 
control, however, is in the hands of three 
men named by the board of directors 
whose holdings of stock may be small. Of 
these three two are a majority and can 
oy what the three railroad systems shall 

o. 


All Motive for 

Competition Removed. 

Mr. Beck contended further that the 
boards of directors of the three systems 
controlled by the Securities company were 
s0 grouped that all interests were repre- 
sented on each and all motive for compe- 
tition removed. As a result, he said, 33,- 
000 miles of railroad, originally in compe- 
titive systems, were put into a combina- 


tion. 
Mr. Beck then analyzed the Sherman 


ar.ti-trust law and argued that it forbade 
such a combination. He summarized the 
decisions of the federal and we “Wlas courts 
on the law. 

hese decisions were, he said, * that pub- 
lic policy forbids the restriction of compe- 
tition between competing lines, that the 
police power of the government extends 
to public service corporations, that it is 
competent for Congress to prohimit com- 
binations to eliminate competition, that the 
urchase of stock by a railroad company 

n a competing company is contrary to 
public policy and void, even though accom- 
plished by individual stockholders. 

Further than this, Mr. Beck said it was 
not necessary to prove that there had 
really been restraint of trade, so long as 
the intention is proven nor that prices had 
been raised as a result of the combination. 

Mr. Beck referred to the contention of 
the Securities company that were owner- 
ship of shares by the corporation had no 
direct relation to interstate commerce. 


Their Business Is 


Interstate Commerce. 
“These interstate railway systems,” 
said he in reply. “are federal instrument- 
alities, and their tgisiness is essentially 
interstate commerce. The corporations 
created for their management and oper- 
ation are but the method of evidencing 
ownership and power to control. In the 
last analysis the stockholders clearly op- 
erate the road.’ 
At annual meetings of the constituent 
companies, he said, the Securities com- 
pany through its proxies can order rates 
raised or lowered, can direct the hand- 
ling of traffic and order the extension or 
abandonment of lines on the various sys- 
tems it controls.

However public spirited the 
purposes of the defendants in forming 
this merger may have been, and what- 
over its resultant good or evil, it “is 
enough for present purposes. to say that 
it clearly violates existing law. whose 
provisions must be enforced unless gZov- 
ernment by the people is to be deemed 
a delusion.” 


RIVAL OF BROOKLYN BRIDGE 


Great Structure Gould Roads 
Across Mississippi, From Thebes 
to Gray’s Point, Will Cost 


$2,600,000. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CARBONDALE, Iil., March 18.—The new 
bridge being built over the Mississippi river 
from Thebes, Ill., to Gray’s Point, Mo., 
for the Gould railroads, next to the Brook- 
lyn bridge, will be the largest in the United 
States. 

The length of the bridge proper will be 
2750 feet, but, including masonry approaches 
and earthwork it will extend 3907 feet. It 
will be a double track structure with a 
clearance between the trusses of 28 feet. 
The steel work will extend 193 feet above 
low water and 65 feet avnove high water. 
Six stone peers will support the steelwork. 
The piers rest on concrete foundations laid 
on bedrock which has been reached below 
the river bed. 

The approaches will be by concrete tres- 
tles, that on the lIilinois side being 325 
feet in length, with five arches, and that on 
the Missouri side 490 feet with seven arches. 
filincis and Misscuri earthwork ap- 
proaches will be 342 feet long.

Crushed in Derailment 
at.

Edward R. Quinn, a Suburban railroad 
conductor, received dangerous. injuries 
about 11:15 Wednesday morning when his 
car jumped the track at Webster and 
Adams street, Kirkwood. 

The car of which “uvinn was in charge is 
an express car, us: -clusively in package- 
delivering. 

Quinn was standing on the front plat- 
form with the motorman when the car, go- 
ing about 15 miles an hour, jumped the 
track in front of the Kirkwood Presby- 
terian Church. 

Quinn was thrown over the dashboard by 
the jolt, but the motorman managed to 
save himself by clinging tightly to his 
brake. 

The urfortunate conductor fell directly in 
the path of the derailed car and its wheels 
passed over his body as the car plunged 
across to the sidewalk. 

Both his legs were crushed. Dr. Dunna- 
vant of Kirkwood examined Quinn and 
pronounced his injuries fatal. Quinn was 
placed on another car going into St. Louls. 

The motorman directed that he be taken 
to the Baptist hospital at Garrison and 
Franklin avenues, but Dr. Dunnavant ex- 
pressed doubt whether Quinn would live 
long enough to make the journey. 

The news of Quinn's misfortune was re- 
ceived with regret Kirkwood, where 
he is well known. He has been a con- 
ductor on the Kirkwocd line since it was 
placed in operation.

A running fight, in which numerous vol- 
leys of shots were fired, took place about 
3 o'clock Wednesday morning in the alley

Private Watchman Martin Ryan and 
Patrolmen Award, Kélly, Haggerty and 
Bloecher of the Central District, discov- 
ered two prowlers in the alley, and tried 
to capture them. 

On the approach of the police, the ma- 
rauders opened fire and started to run. 

A fusilade of shots resulted, and a run- 
ning battle was kept up for several] blocks. 

Plate glass windows along Lucas ave- 
nue were shattered by bullets, and late 
pedestrians hastily sought placas of 
Safety. 

During the melee one of the men escaped. 

At the corner of Eleventh and St. 
Charles streets, the other was brought to 
bay and, at the muzzie of the policemen’s 
revolvers. 

At the Fourth District station, he gave 
the name of Finis Ester, and said he lived 
at 1118 South Eighteenth street. 

When searched, consideraple plunder 
was found on him. Among the articles 
were three watches, a ladies pocketbook 
containing money, four rings, a set of 
gold teeth, diamond earrings, pawn tick- 
ets and other articles of more or less 
value. 

A revolver which was thrown away by 
the robbers during their flight was found.

NEW YORK, March 18.—President Fran- 
cis, of the World's Fair, is at the Waldorf 
Astoria, behaving much as if the seeing of 
three kings and a few others of the Euro- 
pean deck was an every day affair with 
him- 

is receiving callers by the dozen, 
Phaging hands right and left and, by way 
of amusing himself, js reading hundreds 
of telegrams for him that are fairly flood- 
ing the office, and quietly, it can be said, 
he is enjoying the excitement hugely. In 
fact, his trip to Europe has tickled him 
immensely. 

He had a big time personally and a tre- 


 mendously successful trip for the St, Louis 


World’s Fair. He didn’t bring back King 
Edward's crown, as Mr. Cleveland slyly 
thought he might do, but he got abeut all 
that could be had in all Europe that would 
do to show in an Exposition. 

He will attend a banquet in the Waldorf- 
Astoria given by the Missouri society of 
this city Thursday night. He will proba- 
bly start home on Thursday, but possibly 
not until Friday. 

“Burope now looks on us,’ ‘declared Mr. 
Francis “‘as a factor in the world. While 
the interdst there in the Exposition is 
great and gratifying, it is due largely to 
the fact that we are the cynosure of all 
eyes in Europe. Every nation wishes to 
curry favor with us.” 

Of all the men he saw, the Kaiser made 
the greatest impression. 

“T had an exceptionally interesting au- 
dience with him,”’ said Mr. Francis. ‘‘He 
arranged the interview to suit my con- 
venience, which I felt was.a very great 
distinction. I saw him at the imperial 
palace in Berlin. I expected that the 
Kaiser would be surrounded by some of his 
aids, but, to my astonishment, he received 
me alone.

wo that she could sail over the flooded 
country five miles inland to the beleagured 
town. The leaders of the expedition were 
men of prominence, Frank Barton, former 
sheriff, former Probate Judge Henry Cham- 
bers, Sheriff. Williamson and Bugene Doug- 
lass. They made no effort to disguise their 
purpose. The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
was the only newspaper man perimtted 
to accompany them on their perilous mis- 
sion. 

Ex-Sheriff Barton Tuesday telephoned 
Senator Killough, president of the St. 
Francis levee board, that Marion and her 
people were in such an awful plight that 
it had been determined to blow up the 
levee at Mound City a little north of Mem- 
phis. 

Greatly perturbed, Senator Killough hur- 
ried to the steamer. The dynamite and 
the man to touch it off, Contractor Givin, 
were already aboard. A conference be- 
tween the Marion men and Killough took 
place. 

“It will cost $10,000 to replace the levee,”’ 
he said. “Is if necessary?’ 

“——e the expense,” retorted Judge 
Chambers, “lives are at stake. At this mo- 
ment we know not what has happened. The 
last train, the “Cannon Ball,” left Marton 
five hours ago. Since then the tracks, the 
highest point in the place, are covered. The 
crevasse is letting the river in at a rate of 
@ foot an hour; relief must be had.”’ 

“Desperate cases need desperate reme- 
dies,’ said Barton, also a member of the 
levep board. 

Finally a compromise was reached. The 
dynamite was left at Memphis, the steam- 
er proceeded to Mound City. 

“There,”’ said Barton to Senator Killough 
and Contractor Givin, pointing at the levee, 
“the work can be done most effectively. 
Can you do it?"’ he demanded of Givin. 

“That will be an easy task,’’ Was the 
Givin answer. 

“Now senator,” said Barton, “we want 
to do nothing rash. Hold the steamer here, 
several skiffs with our party will pull to 
Marion, find out how things stand, and if 
we decide this step is necessary, will you 
consent?’’ 

Will Be Done 

to Save Life. 

“If you eay it is necessary,” declared 
Killough, “it will be done, nothing should 
precede life.” 

Three skiff loads, pulled by hardy water- 
men set out on the dangerous errand. 

The course led through submerged cotton 
fields over the old military road, through 
orchards and forests. Such havoc and deso- 
lation the correspondent had not seen all 
along the river from Paducah to Memphis, 
in the heighth of the flood. 

The torrent had done its work well. 
Dwellings were washed away, debris floated 
everywhere on which were pigs, chickens 
and rabbits. 

Cattle swam in the flood, seeking for a 
foothoid. Several drowned before the eyes 
of the men on their errand of mercy. 

At one place 10 head of fine bred -cattle 
stood on a ridge along a fence with sclid 
ground under them less than a foot wide. 

“This is hell,"’ said one man. ‘‘They’ll be 
washed away in two hours.” The cows 
lowed plaintively as the boat sped by. Seyv- 
eral similar benches of oattle were seen. 
Death was certain in a few hours. Every- 
where was water. The current boomed and 
roared like a cataract, it ranged in depth 
from 6 to 80 feet, according to the topo- 
graphy of the country. 

Church and 

School Submerged. 

A submerged church and schoolhouse was 
passed. Nearly all the farm houses were 
deserted. Chickens and turkeys on the roof 
told eloquent stories of the rapidity with 
which the people were compelled to flee for 
their lives. The flood had come in a single 
night. 

“This fiood reaches 34 miles across the 
country to Madison,’ declared Douglass. 
*“Tt's all under water from the break, it has 
Hilled in the last 12 hours.”’ 

The correspondent picked handsfull of 
cotton from the stalks as the skiff floated 
through the fields. A hog swam vainly 
around a deserted house, squealing for 


“Poor little devil,”’ said Attorney Thomas 
D. Lawler, “wish we could save him.” 

“We may have better use for our boats,’’ 
pald Douglass. 

With such scenes to spur them on the 
men plied their blades. 

Marion came in sight. 
Gown the main streets. 
stood the station platform. It was covered 
with valuable horses and mules. Refugees 
mere clustered on its protecting planks. 

Dwellings were up to their window sills 
in water. It had reached the door sills of 
gtores and had entered a number. 

Marion, which is the county seat of Crit- 
tenden County, Arkansas, is already in a 
pitiable condition. No town in the lower 
St. Francis basin has suffered so woefully 
from the levee break at Hollybush. 

With the streets eight feet deep in wa- 
ter, the river flowing in the stores, live 
stock perishing before their eyes and their

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ed in the higher built dwell- 
ings or on the platform of the Frisco sta- 
tion, the men are desperate enough for 
any mode of relief. 

The Frisco track, rock ballast, eight feet 
) high, passes through the middle of the 
town. The courthouse and business portion 
are on the unprotected side. The river 
was sweeping over the tracks. Sandbags 
failed to check its encroachment. Several 
hundred refugees stood on the highest 
point, gradually being hedged in. There 
are not a dozen skiffs in the place. 

“We @idn't think we needed any, five 
miles in from the levee,”” R. J. Southall, 
an attorney, explained to the correspond- 
ent. 

“The levee broke above and pounched on 
us In a might. We were utterly unpre- 
pared. 

“Even the undertaker,” referring to 8. 
I. Newman, in front of whose store the 
skiffs had anchored, “hadn't time to pro- 
tect his coffins. They floated around 
though, and he may save them.” 

“Looks like we'll need ’em,” 
lately said another. 

Barton and the leaders of the expedi- 
tion discussed the situation with leading 
professional and business men. All agreed 
that relief must be obtained very soon. 

A declaration wals signed by all. It was 
a statement to Senator Killough that if 
the river continued rising, it would be im- 
perative for the public weal to cut the 
levee. 

Barton placed the 
pocket and the skiffs returned 
City. 

The route was further north and the 
ecenes of flood ravages ‘were numerous 
and pitiful. Nothing but ruin greeted the 
sight. The steamer, wearied of the long 
wait had gone back. to Memphis. Rather 
than pass the night on the levee, without 
shelter or food, it was resolved to return 
to Memphis by skiff. 

Douglass, Barton, Attorney Lawler and 
t correspondent, with the three oars- 
men, negroes, stepped into the frail craft. 
The paddles bent and the boat sped down 
the river. Soon it swung into the current. 
A warm gale from the south chopped the 
river into wavep as heavy as on a bay. 
The skiff rocked and rolled. From Arkan- 
sas to Tennessee was eight miles and the 
shores were only dimly outlined. 

“It's a forty-foot rise that we're riding 
on,”” remarked Douglass. The skiffmen 
bent to their paddles with rhythmic 
swing. The waves splashed into the boat 
with the swells, but staunchily bullt, it 


breasted the waves well. 

Memphis lights gleamed in the distance. 
Just 46 minutes after leaving Mound City, 
the skiff grated on the landing at Ran- 
dolph street. Barton sought Senator Kil- 
lough with the ultimatum and an agree- 
ment was made that if the danger at 
Marion increased the levee will be dyna- 


mited. 


THE FLOOD FROM 
STEAMER’S DECK

MBPMPHIS, March 18.—A wide waste of 
water whose expanse is only limited by 
the extent of the vision is the sight that 
greets the eye from the upper deck of a 
Mississippi steamer. The current rushes 
M4own with force and abandon or lies dead, 

ooth and quiet among the willows and 
Tatton * Es turns the point of some 
utting sandbar, now many fect puried, and 
veers and whips the saplings which have 
long since given up their branches and 
stand above the water here and are lashed 
with the madness of the unceasing current, 

Far back into the woods the tall trees 
are half hid in the muddy waters, and the 
small willows only maintain their topmost 
branches above the all-devouring flood. its 
ceaseless swells beat the sodded levees and 
are themselves broken and dissipated in 
the underbrush. The lonely cabins, desert- 
ed by their frightened owners, stand half- 
submerged in lonely desolation. Every- 
where there is water and the monotonous 
swish of the parted waters as the boat 
outs her way seem but echoes of the cry 
of the ravenous flood. 

A few miles of this travel and perhaps 
the line of the levee becomes visible hun- 
dreds of yards away. The waters have 
crept slowly but steadily up its sides and 
from the distance seem. but to require a 
few inches to lap over. A closer inspec- 
tion. however, would reveal that two or 
three feet were yet required to reach their 
summit. It seems hazardous that the dim 
brown line, for such the levee seems from 
the steamer, is all that remains to pro- 
tect the life and property of the citizens 
of the other side. 

It was amid scenes like this that. the 
government boat H. L. Abbot traversed tne 
distance to Hollybush yesterday afternoon. 
It left the Memphis wharf at 1:30 o'clock 
and reached a landing at Hollybush at 4:15. 

More than © negroes and a number of 

lanters of the section about St Clair’s 
anding, just north of which is Hollybush, 
had been toiling all of Saturday night and 
Sunday to hold back the ‘Yellow Peril,” 
which had reached the top of their levee 
and was rushing over. On Saturday evening 
the booming of guns had told the neigh- 
boring country of the threatened levee. 
Had, indeed, told them that the water was 
coming over. Fleet couriers were sent out 
and soon a fightihg force was gathered. 
These, with shovels and sacks, had raised 
the levee higher and higher, and had met 
the water's rise. The coming of the Abbot 
was but in response of their need, 

The over-rush of the waters 
within a few feet of mile 141, and across 
from Island 40, on the Arkansas side, and 
over the levee controlled by the St. Francis 
levee boar. 

Just behind the low place in the levee is 
the Price plantation; adjoining are farms 
of M. C. Pierce, Barton brothers and A. 
L. Harrison. Each of the three last named 
gentlemen were on the scene with the ne- 
groes from their farms, which latter con- 
stituted the force at work. Many of them 
had been at the work since 10 o'clock of 
the night before and were still manfully 
toiling up the steep sides of the levee with 
the filled sacks or handling the spade. 
Some of them had been standing in the 
water for hours, and all of them were wet.

In) 
many instahces the rear of the crown of | 
the levee is shaveled away to be piled to 
the front and this Is reinforced with sacks. 
Such was Being done at Hollybush. The 
sacks are filled by a crew of negroes and 
are carried sto the top of the levee on lit- 
ters made by nailing cross pieces on stout 
poles. They are dumped along the top and 
then placed in batteaux and moved to be 
placed where needed. 

The people who are in the rear of the 
levees which are threatened are such that 
the smallest incident bearing on the rise 
of the great river has an absorbing interest 
to them. The guards who patrol the levee 
and who are scattered along each mile, 
are alert, and the first sign of danger would 
result in thp shooting of a gun, which 
would be taken up by the other guards 
along the line, and the country 
would soon be informed of a break. Fleet 
couriers would be sent out and the people 
warned. Théev would move out of the 
country rapidly. There would perhaps be 
little loss of life, but great damage to flelds 
and much loss of the stock and effects 
which every pianter values highly. 

The planters in the rear of the St. Fran- 
cis levee, where it is threatened, would 
very gladly remove their stock or gather 
them from the fields to places of safety, 
but they dare not do s0 on account of the 
feelings of the negroes. These negroes 
have.reached almost the verge of a panic 
and the least show of fear on the part of 
the whites would precipitate a panic and

MEMPHIS MAY HAVE 
ITS GAS CUT OFF

There is ten inches of water in the 
boiler room of the Equitable gas plant, 
on which the city is dependent for gas. 
Water backed up In the county jail and 
kitchen and has forced their abandon- 
ment.

Judge Marshall reversed the judgment 
of the St. Louls court in the damage suit 
of Lucille Becker against the Lincoin Real 
Estate and Building Co., and remanded 
the cape for new trial. 

This suit was for $15,000 damages for per- 
sonal injuries sustained by the plaintiff by 
failing in the company's elevator. The 
trial court ~ judgment for the com- 
pony and t oe me appealed to the 
upreme Court. ms court holds that the 
instructions given by the trial court for 
the Somapen: ny were erroneous, and, there- 
fore, revise the judgment and remands 
the case. 

The judgment of $1000 for Delia Callahan 
and others against the Missouri Car and 
Foundry Co. of St. Louis was reversed. 

This was an action for damages for the 
death of Daniel Callahan, husband of the 
laintiff, while employed at Madison, IIL. 
na branch factory of the company. 

The court holds that there is no author- 
ity in this state to authorize anyone here 
to enforce in the courts of this state a lia- 
bility or to assert a right that is con- 
ferred by the laws of Illinois when such 
erson would have no right to enforce la- 
llity or assert such a right in the courts 
of Illinols, because such a law would be 
tantamount to an extra-territorial enact- 
ment. The court says this plaintiff has no 
legal right to maintain the suit in this 
state. 

Judge Marshall reversed the judgment of 
the St. Louls Circuit Court in the case of 
Emma Lucas against the St. Louls & Sub- 
urban Railway Co. This was a suit for 
damages for personal injuries in which the 
plaintiff was awarded $1000. 

She fell over a stump 11 inches high, 
which projected through the platform of 
the company at Euclid avenue, thereby suf- 
fering injuries. 

The. supreme court, in Judge Marshall's 
opinion, says that the stump was there 
by nature; that the company found it there 
and that the stump was not maintained by 
the company for any use, but was aimply 
allowed to remain where it was found. 
Therefore the company is not liable for the 
injuries.

AN UNDEMOCRATIC MEASURE. 


Having received the governor's signature, the binding-twine bill 
Js now a jaw. 

The State of Missouri is going into business on its own account. 
It will manufacture and sell binding twine to all buyers. The 
labor, of course, will be supplied by the penitentiary, but no 
contractor will intervene. The work is to be undertaken by the 
state govermment and directed by state officials. | 

This is a@ radical departure from the principles of American 
democracy, flatly opposed to the essential doctrine of American 
liberty and self-help. 

If one thing has been made clear gince the foundation of the 
government, it is that the American spirit is stalwart, intelli- 
gent, energetic and self-reliant. The American man asks no sup- 
port from government, but prefers to work out his own fortune 
in his own way. He asks of government that it guarantee jus- 
tice and protect the freedom of the individual from invasion. 
Wien government goes into manuflacture or trade, fit leaves its 
own sphere and invades that of the individual, that is, it does 
that which it was constituted to prevent. 

This is true democratic doctrine, preached and practiced by 
Jefferson and Jackson and received as a most precious heritage 
by the American people of the twentieth century. 

To say that the law is designed to break the grasp of the bind- 
ing twine trust is to evade the logic of democracy. According 
to that logic, the government should destroy monopoly by the 
exercise of its legitimate powers, not resort to an extra govern- 
mental remedy which denies the very principle upon which it is 
founded. 

This bill was passed in the interest of the farmers. Certainly 
the farmers should be protected from the oppression of the 
binding twine monopoly, but they should be protected legiti- 
mately through effective laws and not by state competition. If 
the state is to protect the farmers by going into the manufac- 
ture of binding twine, why not manufacture agricultural imple- 
ments, sugar, steel and other products of trusts? The logic is 
irresistible. It leads directly to state socialism. 

The business of government is government, not the manufac- 
ture of twine, shoes or shoestrings. The business of the citizen 
is to make his living or his fortune by individual effort under 
the protection of laws just to all. 

In passing and signing this bill the legislature and Gov. Dock- 
ery made a weak and cowardly surrender of principle to political 
expediency. They invited chaos to gain a few votes. 
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The prison contractors pay 50 cents a day for oonvict labor. The 
State furnishes fire-proof shop buildings and shop-cleaners feeds, 
clothes, guards and doctors the convicts and guarantees ta keep 
them in order. Moreover, the state furnishes light and heat 
The power is paid for, but the amount received is said to be 
grossly inadequate. The report of the investigating committee 
makes a very bad showing. 
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It is not a matter of very great importance to St. Lou's that 
the two great national conventions be held here next year but it 
is one of much interest to thousands who want to see the World’s 
Fair and the conventions at the same time. With the conven- 
tions held here, the office of delegate will be much sought, and 
sere may be an improvement in the quality of party répresea- 
atives., 


The appropriation by the Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. of 
$200,000 in aid of a Philippine exhibit is good policy. An Ameni- 
can World's Fair without an exhibit of what everybody is think- 
ing most about would not be complete. Under the present am 
rangement we shall probably be given a very good view of Phi 'ip- 
pine life and conditions.

BETTER THAN MONEY ORDERS. 


Committees of Congress have considered 
with favor a bill authorizing a postal cur- 
rency, for which its advocates claim a 
wonderful combination of flexibility and 
versatility, says Henry A. Castle, auditor 
of the postoffice department, in Collier's 
Weekly. 

This bill proposes to reprint all govern- 
ment paper money of denominations of $6 
and under, except national banknotes, in 
the form of postcheck notes. Lines are to 
be printed on the face of the notes in ad- 
dition to special devices. When these lines 
are left blank the notes circulate from hand 
to hand like the present currency. When 
they are to be remitted by mail the lines 
are filled in with the name of the payee, 
ind a 2-cent postage stamp is attached in 
the corner and cancelled. The note in this 
condition is payable only to the person 
named. It no longer circulates as currency, 
but is redeemable at any money-order post- 
office or national bank, and is thence for- 
warded to be treated as mutilated currency 
—sent to the nearest sub-treasury for reis- 
sue, free postage and registry being stipu- 
lated for this process. 

Although no absolute prediction ean be 
made in advance of the success of such an 
experiment, there would seem to be merit 
in the claim that this plan is well worth 
trying.

Australian Cities Are Not Corrupt. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The following is from the address recently 
delivered by District Attorney Folk, of St. 
Louis at the Tilden Club banquet in New 
York on the subject of municipal corrup- 
tion: 

“Exposures here and there only give @ 
faint idea of the real rottenness that ex- 
ists. Where will the end be? The problem 
is how to stay the progress of this civic 
leprosy and to eradicate it.’’ 

Municipal corruption is practically un- 
known in Australia, where the municipali- 
ties own their public utilities. Municipal 
franchises are capital prizes and shrewd 
and unscrupulous men go after them. The 
surest way to secure them is to bribe the 
officials who control their disposition. 50 
long as the public elects to make presents 
of these valuable privileges, carrying with 
them enormous private taxing powers, 
there will be a scramble for them and in- 
cidental corruption. 

The remedy lies in the adoption of the 
Australian plan of municipal ownership. 
The short cut to the realization of this 
plan is that proposed by Hon. Tom L. 
Johnson of Cleveland, O. H's proposition 
is to reduce fares and rates for municipa! 
utilities and to assess them for taxation 
at or near their market value. This would 
tend to destroy the franchise value, thus 
eliminating the privileges now possessed by 
public service corporations and reducing 
them to the actual value of their plants. 
These, paying only the market rate of in- 
terest, would afford no surplus for official!

Fire Insurance Rating. 
To the Extiitor of the Post-Diepatch. 


Anent the subject of fire insurance legis- 
lation now pending at Jefferson City, I 
notice, the Senate has passed a bill em- 
powering the superintendent of the insur- 
ance department to make rates. 

Is this to widen the scope of the su- 
perintendent, in order to créate a new field 
for the employment of additional poli- 
ticlans, at an expense to tho Insurance in- 
terests, or is jt simply a tentative method 
of relieving the situation, conceived with 
honest intentions? Here is a business, the 
beginning of which is almost lost in the 
mists of antiquity, and which is destined 
to be coterminous with civilization itself. 
Its cost to the people, therefore, as has 
been proven tme and time again, should 
be left to local men of wide experience, 
if it is to be made of Teast expense to 
the public. . 

The pas which fire insyrance occupies 
in the business and social economy of mod- 
ern life makes it a duty to remind legis- 
lators of the fundamental truth that in- 
surance is an expense, that it can be had 
only by paying for it; that {ts original pur- 
pose is to distribute loss, and its direct ef- 
fect, while saving multitudes from distress.

for having. it. For its value to soclety In 
the aggregate we must look farther in 
order to comprehend its vast befieficence. 
By throwing upon the multitudes a part 
of the losses which would tmpoverish in- 
dividuals, it diminishes the elements of 
chance in the distributions of the rewards 
of industry. 

In the ideal, therefore, we have such a 
social organization that those calamities 
which are unavoidable must fall, not upon 
the individual, but equally upon the whole 
mass of society, when, therefore, property 
owners contribute a small portion of their 
savings to a common fund, with a first- 
class company as trustee and out of which 
the losses by fire are made good at the 
cost of all, we have the most beneficent 
form of association In the business world, 
and the highest attainable system of com- 
munism, 

Aside from requiring each company to 
contriute its share of reasonable taxa- 
tion for the privilege of dotng business in 


the state, every law which does not ju- 
diciously regulate the business should be 
abolished and the ratemaking left with 


those who are experienced.
